INDONESIAN ELECTIONS 

l. In unofficial count of ballot, fro. young nation-. first 
elections, the leftist national party (PM) continues to 
maintain substantial lead <8.3 .illion, or approx 29% of 
votttm thus far counted) . 

A. next biggest poller is unexpectedly strong Mr (gahdlatul 
Diana: "Moslen scholar.") with S sllllon (23%) . 

B. Coacsuni.ts (PM) are next, with 4.8 .illion (22%). 

C. Anong «ajor parti.., the pro-DS Sasju.1 is fourth, 
e±th 4.8 million (21%). 

D. Approx^ -illion wot., (or 8%) are .nattered anong 
minor parties. 

H. Most of wots counted thus far 1. fro. Java, where 89% of 
Indonesia's electorate is located. 

A. Most of the eight to tea million rotes ss yet uncounted 
were polled in non- Javanese areas. 

B. Approx 10% of electorate has not yet voted, either be- 
cause of incomplete preparations or due to local dissi- 

dence. These areas must vote by 29 November or be 
bypassed.

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A* Actual allocation of scat® probably will be deferred 
until all area® bare voted, and all votes counted 
B, Present prime minister (a Wasjuai man) has stated his 
cabinet will continue in office until new parliament 
seated . 

C* He probably is count inf on minimum of two to three 
months more, and has mentioned as much as six months. 

IV. Triumphant Rational Party leaders have demanded that Sukarno 
request Hasjumi coalition cabinet* a resignation. 

A. establishment of new "caretaker'" cabinet is a possibility. 

B. PHI will probably continue to press for such a change in 
order to get hand into mid-Dec elections (for constituent 
assembly) . 

C. first hint regarding makeup of next government— whether 
formed before or after seating of new parliament— seen 
in comment by pro-PHI newspaper, Berdeka (frequently a 
party mouthpiece). 

1. gerdeka commented that PHI should explore possibility 
of resuming cooperation with Itasjumi. 

D. HU may be key to future orientation of Indonesian govern- 
ment. 

1. However, past record of KB cooperation in both PHI- 
and qasjuni-led governments leaves its course un- 
predictable. 
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
